COUNTY WOMEN'S CENTER TO OPEN A SAFE HAVEN: SUPERVISED
VISITATION AND SAFE EXCHANGE FACILITY. LAST YEAR A ONE-
YEAR EXTENSION WAS GRANTED WITH THE GRANT SET TO EXPIRE
ON SEPTEMBER 30, 2016, THE BALANCE LEFT AFTER MAY 2016
MONTH-END CLOSE IS $163,856 AND TO RETAIN UNSPENT FUNDS,
